DEATH OF CZAR 


fn 1820 Deprived the Russian People 


of Self-43overncnt. 


(Washington Cor. New Yorw Herald.) 


In view of the -coming meeting of 


the Russian Louiaa and the constitu- 
tion promised to the .Russian people, 
-it is interesting to recall the fact that 
ia 1S19, by order of Alexander I., a 
constitution was framed and receiv- 
ed his favorable consideration. 
The 


death of the Czar, in 1S20. however, 
prevented bis giving to his pecm'.e that 
amount of liberty and of self-govern- 
ment ^ wbic-Ji it seemed to have been 
his wish to give. Most of the tinder- 
lying ideas of that constitution came 
from the Cxar, but the man who fram- 
ed the document was one of his per- 
sona! friends Earned Noivossilzor. 


That it was- really the -Czar who 


runnshed the principal Ideas is prov- 
ed by a report written in French by 
lir. Schmidt. Prussian consul general 
at Warsaw, to the Secretary of for- 
eign Affairs,- Count von Bernstorff, at 
Berlin. Tbat report, dated October 
27, 1819, states that on the night of 
©ctOuer 16- of th-at vear Alexander 
read the nrst • rough draft of Nowos- 
silzofs constitution,
